Tlie United States Food Administration has set the 
week of October 28 to November 4 for a special and supreme 
elTort to get all the women in California to sign the food con¬ 
servation pledge. This campaign is considered by Herbert 
Hoover the greatest thing to be attempted at this time in 
the war against food waste and the saving of cei tain staples 
for the fighting men abroad. 

One of tiie most vital problems confronting the Ameri¬ 
can ;)eople today is the necessity of supplying our Allies 
witli something to eat. Europe is short of food. She must 
have liread and butter. Millions of bushels of wheat, as 
well as huge (luantities of beef, pork, sugar and dairy pro¬ 
ducts are actually needed. If the world is to be made sate 
for Uemocracy, America must come to the rescue of those 
who tight for us and with us—with food. 

Hoover says it can be done if every true American will 
eat less of these pai’ticular foods, and more of other foods 
of wliich we have a great abundance which cannot be .shipped 
a long distance, and if we waste less of all foods.

Every hoiusewife in 
America will be asked to sign a pledge card that she is glad 
to join in the Food Conservation for our nation and accepts 
membership in the United States Food .Administration, 
pledging herself to carry out the directions and advice of the 
Food Administrator in her home, insofar as her circum¬ 
stances will ijermit. No fees, no dues, no contributions are 
asked, just a signature (with her address) that is an evi¬ 
dence of loyalty to supixirt the splendid effort of the Food 
Administration. 

Every Family Needed 

During the week of Octolier 28 every family in this 
state will be asked to sign a food pledge card which is a 
promise to the Federal Government that CalifoiTiia is 
squarely behind the Nation and the Allies. Every product 
necessaiy to feed our lighting friends across the sea—w lieat. 
Iieef, pork, sugar aiul dairy products—is raised on our farms. 
If we just try it will not be dillicult to conserve and send 
larger (juantities of these foods to Eurojie. We produce 
what they need. In other words, if every housewife of the 
500,(100 families in our state will do her utmost in saving 
daily, in substituting wherever possible, the amount con¬ 
served will be extra large.
